sult of an earnest request from Governor
Holeomb and Congresaman Stark to the War
department Bmilth has been  aceepled In
spite of the disabllity. This actlon (8 the
eavse of much outspoken criticisia agninst
the governor—not becnuse Smith has been
favored, bul beeause the governor declined
to make A similnr effort In favoer of the re-
Jected oMcers of the Firat and Second regl-
ments, When Colonel Bischol, Majora
Beharman and Deeler and the others wore

put on the rejected list the goveérnor abao- |

Iutely refused (o Intercede for thein. He
sald that It would be wrong and aghinst
public policy te accept any but physically
sound men, and denled that any instructiona
to the contrary from the War department
had ever renched him, It Is now positively
known that Lieutenant Stotsenberg, the
mustoaring oMeer; did recelve Instructions,
both by telegraph and mall, to muster in
the rejected ofMcers, but It I8 certain that
the Instrucilons were totally disregarded,
Where Pollities Apponr.

Now the complnint 18 because Bilschof,
who has passed two examinations at An-
napolls; Decker, who walks from ten to
twenty miles dally earrying mall; Scharman,
who 18 a perfect speeimen of physical man-
hood, and o number of .other traloned ofli-
cors were slanghtered for political reasons,
whileg Deputy Attorney General Smith ls re-
talned as an ofMcer, although his physical
defects are worke than those of any of the
rojected ofMears, It Is regarded as political
favoritlam of the worst sort. Major Decker
I8 a populist and he believes now that had
he been a democral he would nol have beoen
rejecied. Decker's friends  openly charge
that the governor {8 a friend only to the
democrats and that he regards popullsts and
republicans with eqgual disfavor.

The polley ol the EOVEror in
Bending the Indinnola company to
Fort Omaha biefore the government
wiia  ready Lo recelve  troops  there s
belng seriously questioned. It is fAgured that
the expense of keeplng the company therc
reaches abiout $200 per day, and that the
War department, not having authorized the
move, Lthe etnte will have to stand the ex-
pense, It ls pointed out that Lthe men of
the compnny are nelther in the state novr
volunteer service yet, that they stand in
this respect on the same footing as the other
companies of the Third regiment, and that
there I8 no more reason for the goveranmoent
to pay their expenses thau there |ls to pay
the expenses of the men of the other com-
panies. The acknowledgment |s made at the
ktnte house that the govervor has been de-
cldedly premature In this matter, and that
in his attempt to hurry the War depart-
ment he Is saddliog a burden of expense
on Lthe state.

Fitazerald Building s Totally Destroyed
with Its Contents,

NOT BE

PROPERTY  WILL REBUILT

Bentrice Creamery Company and Lan
Wholesnle Grocery Company,
Tenants, Are NMoth Loxers—
Insurance in Henavy.

LINCOLN, June 22.—~(Bpecinl Telegram.)
~This city had another disastrous fire to-
nlght. The Fltegerald bullding near the
B. & M. depot caught fire at 9:40 apd was
entirely destroyed. The bullding was a five
story structure with a sixty foot front and
wis one of the best In the city. 1t waa
ocoupisd by the Deatrice Crommery company
wnd the H, P, Lau wholesale grocery coms
pany, Only n few of the office fixtures and
paprers were saved from the croamery com-
pany. A small amount of goods was saved
from the Lau stock.

The Are for a Ume threatened the Bur-
Higton depos, the express offices, the bulld-
ings ocoupled by the Lincoln Drug company
and the wooden row near the depot. Hard
work on the part of the fire department con-
fined the fames to the Fitegerald bullding.
The waler pressure was wealk at all times,
and It wal unever strong enough to reach
the top of the burning bullding. The burn-
fng of the butter and other olly matter o
the cresmery moade a frightful heat which
atl times drove the firemen back so far that
the streams would not reach any part of the
bullding,

The creamery company loss will be about
$£10,000, with Insurance amounting to §15,000,
carried In companies controlled by P. W,
Plank, ns agent. The wholesale grocery
stock was owned by the H, P. Lau estate
and wns valued at $70,000, with insurance
for about one-half that pmount, carried in
companles represented by Do E. Thompson.
The distribution of the Insurance losses and
the amount carvied on the Fitegerald build-
Ing cannot be learned at this hour.

The building was owned by the John Fitz-
gerald heirs. There is no prospect that it
will be rebullt. The crenmery company
will open up s egg packing buelness to-
morrow, but it will be some time before a
new butter factory can be got ready. The
factory here had a capacity of a carload
of butter per day, and had as fecders sepi-
rator stations in all parts of the state. The
loga of the factory here will cause practic-
ally a stoppage of business at all the sepn-
rator stations, and the damage to the busi-
ness will be serlous, The principal mem-
bera of the compuny are George B, Haskell
nnd W. W, Bosworth of Beatrice and Morris
Friend of Lincoln. 1t {8 learned lateér to-
night that the Fitzgerald building was in-
sured for about $40,000. The property has
been i Ntigation for n long time. The
building originally cost $100,000,

The fArst division of the program ireated
ol phitosophic thought)and was Introduced
by Edward . Mc¢Shane) whose subject wan
"The Laws of Thoughtsd'yMr. MeShane was
noticeably good In hiefdeclamation. The
firat law upon which) tha.tht rested, Mr.
McEhane said, was that the mind shall as-
gent to pothing except what bears convie-
tlon; It must feel the manifest evidence of
A truth before it {8 granted, The second law
1&g one which governs renson and poluts out
how error tny bhe nvolded and thig specifies
that there can be nothing In the conolusion
thnt does not appear in the premises, These
two great laws, added the spoaker, are the
fountain head and safeguard of knowledge

He was followed by Mr. Peter . Gannon,
who sald In  speaking of "The Range of
Thought,” that man cannot hope (o com-
prehiend all truth, but might be able to
obtain enough for his enlightenment and
growth., It has been charged, Mr. Gannon
sald, that scholastie philosophy reaches re-
enlts solely by a priorl reasoning, but It |s
by no means blind, he added; to observation
and the study of the prosent. Observation
and abstraction are the two groat gifts of
the mind which rulse man above the brute
creation and make him a being of Intellect.

In the Interlude there wias a bass solo,
Kroutzer's “'Forest Bong," which was very
well rendered by Edmund V., Krug, the re-
sponse being the “Armorer's Song,” [rom
Robin Hood. The second part of the pro-
gram, treating of the specinl realms  of
thought, was then taken up by Willlam T,
O'Hanlon, who spoke of the place of the
material world in philosophy. The physical
universe presented o difference In form
and matter, he sald, but it had one com-
mon element, that ol extension, Tho
clalms of the spiritual world to the consid-
eration of the thinker were presented by
Joseph J, Gilmore, who sald that his sub-
Jeet was the highest study of man, In the
study of the soul, he sald, there were
found two forces, the power of intellectunl
cognition and that of free will or volition.
Bdward P. Kenney then spoke of the God
in philosophic thought and showed how all
true logie pointed to the presence in nature
of an originnl cause,

The yuledictorian  address  was by J.,
Henry IPuray, who spoke of "““The Moral
World."” This Is the most important of all
spheres: of thought, he suld, as It governs
man (n his pursult of flunl happiness, 1t
Is' great question ns to the origin and pur-
pose of our knowledge of right and wrong.
There is the utilitarian view, which holds
that practices ghould be adlhered to aecord-
lng ns they are to the advantuge of man-
kind, without regard to thelr seeming moral
goundness. Another mistaken wview, Mr.
furay sald, was that the voice of people
was the volee of Goll and that wuas what-
aver wne endorsed Inithe fickle mind of
the c¢rowd would recelve: divine sanction.
The true apprecintiod, offanoralily, he con-
cluded, was an outgrowth of training and
discipline, ¥

COURT RUNS CONTEMPT CASE

Judge Seott Proceeds with the Hear-
Ing of the Sireets of Al
Nutlons Matter,

The hearing of the owners of the Strects
of All Nattons and Manager Reod and Baper-
Intendent Wadley on a charge of contempt
of Judge Bcott's order & still on trial, Just
before adjournment last night the court de-
nied the application for a removal of the
case to the United Statea court, eaying that
he proposed to conduct the case and decide
It. At the sesslon of court yesterday morne-
Ing James F, Barry was ¢alled as a witness
and testified that he wan n  sldeshow
“gpleler,” a street ‘barker,” a temperance
lecturer, an evangellst and s professor of
nny and all cccupntions that would pormit
of the “turning of n penny.” On dlrect ex-
amination he testified that conspiring with
the proprietore and managers of the Streets
of Calro, he visited the Streets of All Na-
tlonm on June 16 and on that ovcasion rode
ncamel, Tuesday night he sald he wan in the
gireets and agnin consplring with the man-
ager of the Strects of Calro, succveded in
prevalling upon the people of the Stroets of
All Nottons to allow him to ride a camel,

The cross-examination developed the fact
that Barry had been digcharged by the pro-
priclor of the Mirror Maze and that then
he vislted Muonager O'Brien of the Strects
of Calro, who detalled him to  visit the
Streets of All Nationg for the purpose of as-
coertalning If camel eides wore glven in vio-
Iatlon of the order of the courl.

Just before the noon adjournment the
court took up the examination of Barry, The
witness was asked by the court If Akoun,
Zitoun, Reed or Wadley were at the Strecis
of All Nationg Tuesdny night. To this
question Attorney Hall for the defendants
objected on the grounds of fmmateriality and
incotmpetency, The court became quite an-
gry aud informed the attorney that he eould
not Interrupt the court in the examination
of & witness, The court further Intimated
that he would examine f witnoss as he saw
fit and that no attorney could provent him
from so doing. Attorney Hall subsided after
the court remarked, *You shut up,”” and the
Judge continued the examinntion, ascortain-
Ing from the witness thet none of the de-
fendants were at the Strects of All Natlons
Tuesday night.

When the court ndjourned for the noon the
four defendants, Reed, Wadley, Akoun and
Zitoun, ware remanded to the custody of the
sheriff, thiz ofMeer belng enjolned that they
must not be nllowed to get out of his sight
or separale.

AL the afternoon
prosecution concluded the
testimony by cnlling Harry O'Hrien, man-
ager for the Strects of Calro, to the stamd,
The witness testified that he had been In
the show business three years, that he was
at Coney Island and Nushville. He had
never been abroad, yet he thought that he
could tell the nationality of forelgners by
the clothing which they wore. Cross-ex-
amined he was unable to desoribe the cos-
tumes of people of orfental countries.

Emil Lermy was the first witness called
for the defense. e sald that he was a
Frenchman, and at present I8 conducting n
booth in the Streets of All Natiops. He
had seen people from all of the Orientul
countries; those in the Streets of All na-
tions nare clothed in garmentg similar to
those which the expogition contract with the
Streets of Calro provided for, The people
in the Strects of All Nations represent the
customs of the resldents of Greece, Malta,
Italy, France, Austria and Germany. There
is no attempt to portray the customs or
costumes of Egypt, the concesslon for which,
he said, he understood §8 held by the Streets
of Calro compony.
